- 7 I IS the fashion in these 
days to talk very grandly 
V and much about the oqnal 
rights of women with 
■ * men, tin ir equal cajuuity 
» for nearly all occujiation*, 
oflices and honors, and above all their 
right to regulate and control their own 
affaint, whether |s>Ht.icul, financial, so- 
cial or domestic. 1, as a woman, stand 
up stoutly for iny own sex; I do most 
firmly believe them to be in all but 
brute strength the equal of man, and in 
spiritual and moral strength very fre- 
quently his superior, I admin* women, 
I love women, 1 long ami work for 
the Advancement of women; but, as a 
woman not without power* of observa- 
tion ami a wide experience of the world, 
I cannot but see a certain side of the 
truth not often brought forward by 
women nu<l not at all understood by 
men, and this is the inherent helpless- 
ness of woman in a struggle with man. 

Possibly this helphwsneaa is largely 
due to hereditary prejudice on the part 
of man, hereditary self distrust on the 
part of woman, but it is also largely due 
to the inherent natures of the two sexes. 
Every vtnio man lias a vein of brutality 
in his composition, more or less deftly 
burned beueatb the surface of his civili- 
sation, aud every woman is at heart 
timid of encountering this brutality— 
tliat is to say, every womanly woman is. 

Almost any man brought into busi- 
ness relation* with a woman not his em- 
ploy** meets her pro]SN*itions or argu- 
ments with either an air of good matured 
tolerance, or disquieted contempt of 
skeptical scrutiny, or of lungnanimons 
acceptance, |*erhaps harder t>*l>ear than 
any other of the demount rations of his 
xujeri* >rity. 

le t a woman try to argue a political 
point, or a point of statecraft or politi- 
cal economy with a man, ami she usually 
receives som* such answer as the fa- 
mous insult offer***! by (Hailstone, I think, 
to some titled woman who earnestly im- 
plored him to advocate some measure. 
Listening with an amused smile to all 
she had to say, he simply ejaculated at 
the end, "Oh, you darling!" ami passed 
oti as carelessly good humored a* if he 
had been listening to the prattle of a 
pretty child. Or, if the m a u is not as 
lieuevolent os Gladstone, be may reply 
in tlie spirit of Na|K)ieou. who assured 
Mine, do Si. tel that tin* most valuable 
woman in bis empire was the one who 
has born** most sou* fur France, or 
again, after the manner of Henry VIII 
of Lngluml, who lutdo the nuu* who 
tried to argue for their right to live their 
own liv** in their own way: "(Jospin, 
yon jades; go spin!" 

To epitomise the throe utterances, 
women in general are to men in general 
either "darlings,” or mothers of children, 
or household and domestic machines. 
Within these limits woman receive* a 1- 
miration, protection aud a certain 
amount of appreciation from every grade 
of men, but let her step outside these 
limits, lot her try to meet man uj»on his 
own intellectual or authoritative plat- 
form, uml her disadvantage is at once 
made ap|*ar*'Ut, aud tier helplessness to 
overcome it star** her in the face. 

No man ever meets her aud converses 
ti|H»n momentous subjects precisely as 
he does w ith another man, and until this 
is tho case there are r<> true equal rights 
for the woman. The woman seeks an in- 
terview with her business man or lawyer; 
she wishes certain thir.gs done and done 
at once; the business man or the lawyer 
assures her witli uti air of indulgent pa- 
tience that what she suggests cannot l>e 
done, at least not in her way and at her 
time: that to sell, or to buy, or to invest, 
ot to do whatever it is she wish** to do 
is not |K>ssible, or if fHissible not desir- 
able, aud she had better leave it all in 
his hands and rest secure that he will do 
what is for the best. Now just here 
come* in tho helplessness of which I 
speak. The woman feels confident that 
the thing she wish** eouhl be done, and 
that it would be well that it should be 
done, but she lack* the habit of com- 
mand, the self confidence, the weight of 
will, that would enable her to hold her 
own without agitation or struggle. 

A woman can no more hold her own 
against the well trained masculine mind 
in matters of business, the law or poli- 
tics, than she esn against the well trained 
masculine muscle in a pmrilistio en- 
counter, and this is what I mean by the 
inherent helplessness of woman. She 
may be better informed than the man, 
she may have a deep rooted conviction 
that she is right, but she does not daro 
to take the thing into her own hands 
and manage it in a manner contrary to 
that advised by the man who claims to 
know that she is wrong. 

Another point of a woman's inherent 
helplessness is her sensitiveness. The 
men’s sneer, or his half veiled contempt 
for her opinion, or his exaggerated po- 
liteness and deference, sll tell upon her 
courage and beat it dowu as if with 
blows of a fist or the stinging cuts of a 
whip. She feels wounded, hurt, ashamed 
even, while remaining sure that she is 
in the nght. She withdraws from the 
rontest apparently defeated; but, like 
Galilei, secretly murmuring, "But nev- 
ertheless it doe* move."

Saint Manr, manager for Miss Carrie 
Turner, of her desire to become an ad- 
vunco agent. He wits impressed with 
her earnestness, and after a long talk 
felt convinced that she possessed busi- 
ness qualifications of a high order and 
made her a flattering offer to go in ad- 
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Atul yet this very woman clung to her 
kindred and her adopted child with a 
really noble devotion. Sometin; * a love- 
less woman cherishes a dog. a bird, a 
rat, ami liestows tijion the little brute a 
wealth of love enough to enrich a mon- 
arch; sometime* she buys the love of a 
companion or of a servant; sometimes 
she becomes a philanthropist aud dis- 
tributes her unused affection over whole 
armies of orphans and phalanxes of wid- 
ows; sometimes if she is of a certain 
temperament she becomes "a religious" 
and joins a sisterhood devoting tiieir 
lives to go**l works uml their hearts to 
God. In that cam* she tells herself that 
she need* no earthly outlet for her affec- 
tions; that her entire nature is turned 
into t lie channel of ndoring love for the 
Divine Being, ami she probably feels that 
she thus secure* a higher place in hi* af- 
fections than her more muudane sitters 
can hope to hold. 

It is a heroic choice, a noble life, but 
who can doubt that it must hold mo- 
ments of chill disappointment, of with- 
ering insufficiency , of terrible despair? 
In this world human creatures live in 
bodies. They are surrounded by earthly 
need* and can* and synqmt hies, and to 
deny or to starve all these is to defeat 
the very purjiose of our being. A mor- 
tal woman needs mortal love, and she 
will seek it in one form or another, if she 
is at liberty, as surely ns a housing pi- 
geon seeks her dovecote or a pcri.N'uiug 
deer seeks the water. 

1 do not say tlint this all powerful 
thirst applies always or entirely to the 
love of man and woman naturally ter- 
minating in marriage. A woman cares 
for the love of her own sex, for the love 
of her employees, for the love of her 
friend*, her circle, her aociety.be ita large 
or u small body. Men say women have 
a passion for admiration, an ap;»etitcfor 
flattery, a thirst for applause. True, true 
enough! But all these cravings are but 
forms of the great craving for love 
which lives at tho root of all. One who 
loves docs admire, docs Hatter, dmo ap- 
plaud. These are some ot the almost 
invariable signs and signals of love, and 
tlie instinct of the womun leads her to 
seek these signs and signals, although 
her reason whispers that they are false 
lights, mere igni fatui poorly counter- 
feiting tho real sun and moon of her ex- 
istence and very likely to lead her into a 
dark and dismul bog whence she issues 
uiired and torn and weary. 

It is not well to accept these shams, 
even though we bitterly tell ourselves 
that siuce we cannot have the real thing 
we will take what at least resembles it 
If a person cannot have diaim she 
had better not try to fiersuatle i. .f or 
the world that rhinestones art- just as 
good, although she may choose to wear 
them; but, just as there are women who 
will glitter, though it be in rhinestones, 
so there are women, and probably the 
majority of the sex, who will have that 
ornament more precious than diamonds— 
that crown of love which proclaims ita 
wearer a queen indeed, and if it be but 
a pinchbeck and tinsel crown she will 
wear it all the same, although her own 
aching heart cry incessantly; 

"It is no crown. I am no queen. My 
kingdom has gone from me, and I am 
desolate.” 

Well, to come back rather tardily to 
onr muttons— to the discussion of wom- 
an's helplessness in her relations with 
the other sex. 

She hates to do or say anything to for- 
feit her position in any man's estimation. 
Of coarse she does not expect or wish 
her broker, her lawyer, her pastor, or 
her political antagonist, or her intel- 
lectual opponent to be "in love" with 
Iter in the ordinary meaning of the 
phrase, but she does want, probably un- 
consciously to herself, that he should 
feel attracted to her; that he should like, 
admire, speak kindly, perhaps tenderly, 
of her to other persons; that he should 
lie sorry to see her go and glad to have 
her come Again.

The woman 
movement is as much a part of the his- 
tory of our country as the antislavery 
movement, and in both of these Lucy 
Stoue bore noble part. The story of the 
struggle of the wen^u of America for 
their legal, civil and social rights will 
form 0110 of tho grandest chapters in the 
record of linmari progress. It almost 
brings tears to the eyes now to recall 
how Lucy Stone, a slender, gentle girl, 
only strong in her righteousness, was 
mobbed, hissed and bowled at 40 years 
ago, and her life even endangered, for 
the mere speaking out of ringing words 
for freedom. 1 remember reading once 
bow some roughs removed a pane of 
glass from the window behind the plat- 
form where she stood to speak and 
turned a stream of ice water down her 
back in the dead of winter. Lucy Stone 
simply drew her shawl aronnd her and 
went on speaking. It makes one feel 
deathly ashamed for one’s countrymen to 
recall that such things have been. Alice 
Stone Blackwell and her father should 
write a full history of this beloved, la- 
mented lady, putting in all the incidents 
of her life that they can find. Every 
scrap of Lncy Stone’s life history will lie 
a precious legacy to the women that now- 
are and to the women who come after 
her. If she had never a- -oinplislied any- 
thing else, the recital of how heroically 
she worked to educate herself and how 
against snch odds as 110 woman need 
brave now, thanks to her and those like 
her, she at last succeeded — this of itself 
would be nu inspiration to ambitious 
girls. A little too soon she went out of 
life, even though she entered into sweet 
rest, for she did not live to cast her full 
vote as a citizen. Yet who shall say she 
will not know of and sliare in the tri- 
umph when it does come?
